To the Citizens of Hillsborough County: 

In accordance with the public laws of the State of New 
Hampshire, the Commissioners submit their annual report 
for the year ending December 31, 1948, together with re- 
ports of other County Officials, County Treasurer, Clerk of 
Court, County Solicitor, Sheriff, Jailer, County Farm 
Superintendent, County Hospital Superintendent, County 
Physicians, Hospital Report, Chaplains and County Exten- 
sion Service, for your attention and consideration. 

You will take special notice that there is a balance left 
in the budget of the farm and hospital, thanks to the good 
supervision of Superintendents Marion Lamy and Leon 
Flanders. The County Farm account with an appropriation 
of $177,550.00 and revenue $63,936.69 shows an unexpended 
balance of $2,418.94. 

The total amount available to the Hillsborough County 


General Hospital was $294,510.16 against expenditures of 
$277,031.82 which leaves a net balance of $16,878.34.

GENTLEMEN : 


Herewith is submitted our annual report for the year 1948. 


Many improvements were made, such as in Women’s 
Ward on each floor in twelve rooms and halls, new tile was 
laid. 

New tile floor was also laid in large dining 1 room of 
Ward 4. 

The nursery was completely overhauled with a good paint 
job, new cribs and a glassed-in porch made as a playroom 
for the children. 

The best improvement however, was made in bake shop 
which was badly needed; new oven, fryalator, proof box, : 
etc. We feel now that all this will meet with Board of 
Health requirements. 

The roofs were given a complete repair job which eS 
to be very expensive. This shows that all roofs should be 
checked on each year and necessary repairs made. 

The large ice house was practically rebuilt. 

The dairy barn required no replacements, except one 
Holstein bull purchased from the Churchill Ranch at West- 
moreland Depot, N. H. 

The hennery was increased with about four hundred lay- 
ing hens which has kept the hospital and farm supplied with 
fresh eggs. 

With the cost of living at a high rate, we have still 
managed to keep our per capita reasonably low—it being 
$11.01 per week, per inmate. 

We wish to take this opportunity at this time to thank 
the Board of Commissioners for their full co-operation dur- 
ing the year, also the County Delegation members and the 
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Executive Board, the Clergymen, farm Physician and the 
various clubs and organizations who have so generously 
given their time and talents to entertain the people confined 
here. Also we wish to thank the personnel of hospital and 
farm who have so willing assisted us for the good and wel- 
fare of our institution.

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A SUMMARY OF COUNTY AGRICULTURAL WORK 
IN HILLSBOROUGH COUNTY IN 1948 


On February 1, 1948, Mr. Edward Comerford who had 
been Emergency Farm Labor Assistant for the previous 
two years, was given the position of Assistant County 
Agricultural Agent. Mr. Comerford was to work with dairy- 
ing, livestock and forage crops, the County DHIA and the 
County Breeding Association. He was to attend the monthly 
meeting's of the Agricultural Conservation Association and 
work on rural engineering problems such as remodeling of 
barns, helping with tractor schools, etc. 

The Agricultural Agent, Everett Pierce, was to work 
with fruit and poultry interests including poultry housing, 
commercial vegetables, horticultural work in Manchester 
and Nashua, and continue as secretary of the Soil Con- 
servation Service Board of Supervisors. 


PouLTRY DISEASE WoRrRK . 


Bronchitis has continued to be one of our worst poultry 
diseases. During the year we had a number of cases of 
Newcastle disease which is a new disease in New Hamp- 
shire. In order to get the best and latest information on 
Newcastle disease, we held a meeting in Milford on 
March 26 with veterinarians from the Universities of 
Massachusetts and New Hampshire on the program. Over 
100 poultrymen attended the meeting including some from 
other counties. 


A meeting on Newcastle and Bronchitis was held in Pel- 
ham in December and similar meetings were scheduled for 
Weare, Milford and New Ipswich in January, 1949, 

Numerous farm visits have been made to poultry farms 
to discuss inoculation for Bronchitis, vaccination for New- 
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castle, sanitary measures, etc., in connection with the control 
of these diseases. 


A county-wide poultry meeting was held in Milford on the 
evening of November 5 with Prof. Roy Jones of Connecticut 
and specialists from the University of New Hampshire on 
the program. The main subject discussed was “Efficiency on 
the Poultry Farm.’ Motion pictures were shown and there 
was much discussion about labor-saving ideas on poultry 
farms. 


A poultry dressing and packaging meeting was held at the 
Quast Capon Farm in Hancock on the evening of October 5. 
A number of capons were killed, picked with the aid of an 
electrical machine, drawn and packaged in cellophane 
wrappers. Several young men present at the meeting were 
interested in developing a marketing program similar to 
what Mr. Quast has. 


Fruit Work 


Pruning demonstrations were held at the Stimson Farms 
in Amherst on April 2, and at the Upland Farms in Peter- 
borough on November 22. Thirty-five growers attended the 
meeting at Stimson Farms and 60 attended the meeting at 
Upland Farm. At the. meeting in November, we also in- 
spected the new cold storage plant, grading room and equip- 
ment at Upland Farm. 


A twilight orchard meeting was held at Edward Lievens’ 
orchard in Hollis on the evening of May 20 while the apple 
trees were in blossom. Eighty growers attended the meeting. 
E. J. Rasmussen, Extension Horticulturist, led a detailed 
discussion on spraying and pollination problems. _ 

A joint twilight orchard meeting with Middlesex County, 
Massachusetts, was held at Philip Heald’s farm in Wilton 
on June 20. One hundred ninety people attended. The crowd 
inspected the orchard and saw a demonstration of a new 
‘type of spraying equipment. After inspecting the new cold 
storage plant, they listened to talks by specialists from the

University of New Hampshire and Massachusetts on the 
control of insects, diseases, and orchard management. 


The annual fruit meeting at Wilton was held on Febru- 
ary 27. Talks were given in the forenoon by Robert S. Hoff- 
man, Jr., of Peterborough on “Freezingn Apples for 
Restaurant and Bakery Trade’; also by Arthur T. Williams 
from the University of Connecticut, on “Timing Sprays for 
Scab Control.” In the afternoon we had a panel discussion 
by six fruit growers along with Mr. Williams and specialists 
from the University of New Hampshire. The discussion 
took all the afternoon. Two hundred fruit growers attended 
the meeting. | 


X-Disease on peaches has spread all over Hillsborough 
County. Either the Agricultural Agent or E. J. Rasmussen, 
Extension Horticulturist, have visited most of the peach 
orchards in the county to see whether they had X-Disease 
or not. About the only orchards where we did not find X- 
Disease was where there were no wild chokecherries in the: 
area surrounding the peach orchards. We recommended that 
the growers spray the wild chokecherries with ammonium 
sulfamate or 2, 4-D. The wild chockcherry acts as an inter- 
mediate host for the X-Disease and if it is killed out the 
disease will die out. 


Many visits were made by both the County Agent and 
Extension Horticulturist to orchards for the identification 
of insect and disease pests, recommendations on the spray 
program, management of orchards, etc. 


VEGETABLES 

A. Pickling Crops 

We have never grown vegetable crops in this county for 
canning or pickling factories. A pickling company from 
Boston approached us regarding the possibility of growing 
pickling cucumbers and green tomatoes in this section for 
their Boston factory. Two meetings were held to acquaint 
the farmers with the proposition, soil was tested and in- 
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formation given out regarding the growing of pickling 
cucumbers. Approximately 100 acres of pickling cucumbers 
and 50 acres of green tomatoes were grown for this com- 
pany in 1948. This same company wants to get several hun- 
dred acres of these crops grown in New Hampshire in 1949. 


B. Commercial Vegetables and Potato-Growing 


We work with the commercial growers by assisting in 
getting soil tested and making fertilizer recommendations. 
We helped with the control of insects, weeds and disease 
pests. Badger Farms of Wilton, with a yield of 399 bushels 
of potatoes to the acre, and William Raudonis of Litchfield, 
with 435 bushels per acre, both made the 300-Bushel Potato 
Club. Colby Bros. of Litchfield grew 160 acres of potatoes 
in 1948. They irrigated 100 acres of these potatoes by pump- 
ing water from the Merrimack River. 


Datry-FORAGE Crops PROGRAM 


Mr. Edward Comerford, Assistant County Agent, has had 
charge of the dairy and forage crop work commencing on 
February 1. Mr. Comerford helped to get a new Dairy 
Herd Improvement Association started during the year with 
Richatd Putnam of Deering as the tester. The other DHIA 
unit has continued with Edward Colburn of New Boston as 
the tester. 

Both the Nashua and the Peterborough circuits of the 
State Artificial Breeding Association have continued to ex- 
pand. The Agricultural Agent put in a lot of work starting 
these units several years ago. 


GREEN PASTURES PROGRAM 


Mr. Comerford spent considerable time during the spring 
and summer organizing and carrying out the Green Pastures 
Program.. Fifty-four dairymen enrolled in Hillsborough 
County. Fourteen judges contributed their time without ex- 
pense to the Extension Service to judge the pastures on the 
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fifty-four farms enrolled. Mr. Comerford and Mr. Bamberg, 
4-H Club Agent, took a colored motion picture of the four 
best pastures in the county. This movie has been used at 
various meetings since it was taken. 


Roughage meetings were held during the winter at Peter- 
borough and Nashua. Specialists from the college dis- 
cussed feeding cattle, growing of high-quality hay and 
pasture, and labor-saving machinery for harvesting hay. 

Many soil samples were taken on farms in the county 
during the year; 200 being taken in the month of Novem- 
ber. After these soils were tested at the University, the 
agents made recommendations as to amounts and kind of 
fertilizer and lime necessary to apply to the land to grow 
various crops. 

Mr. Comerford also helped a number of farmers on de- 
tailed plans for remodeling their barn. He assisted the 4-H 
Club Agent in conducting a tractor school for older boys. 
He also assisted the 4-H Club Agent with the calf and lamb. 
club members, and interest was stirred up particularly in the 
4-H lamb project. 

In addition to his other duties, the Agricultural Agent 
acted as secretary of the Soil Conservation District in_Hills- 
borough County and as ex-officio or advisory member of the 
county committee for veterans-training-on-the-farm. He 
also was an advisory member of the county committee for 
the Farm and Home Administration. Mr. Comerford has 
acted during the year as ex-officio member of the Agricul- 
tural Conservation Committee in the county.

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SUMMARY OF 4-H CLUB WORK 
for 1948 


There were 671 4-H club members enrolled in 4-H Club 
work in Hillsborough County during 1948. Ninety-two (92) 
adult and eighty (80) junior leaders led fifty (50) 4-H clubs 
during the year. 

Again this year there was a change in Assistant, Club 
Agents. Miss Jane Nickolls resigned her position effective 
October 31, 1948. Miss -Carolyn Crowell of Sandwich, 
Massachusetts, a graduate of Framingham State Teachers’ 
College assumed her duties as Assistant 4-H County Club 
Agent, November 1, 1948. 


During the year efforts have been concentrated on increas- 
ing memberships on a club basis.. That is leadership was 
found and organized clubs formed. An increase of approxi- 
mately one hundred and forty-two (142) 4-H Club members 
and eleven (11) clubs was achieved in 1948. 


The 1949 club program is being carried out on the same 
basis at last year and at the writing of this report, indications 
are that increases in membership will equal if not exceed 
those of 1948. 

. A complete copy of the annual statistical and narrative re- 
ports are available at the Extension Service Office, Post 
Office Building, Milford, and at the County Commissioners 
Office in Manchester. Any comments or suggestions con- 
cerning 4-H Club work in Hillsborough County will be wel- 
comed by the club agents.

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Forestry 


The small woodlot is being considered more as an area 
of cropland, and the owners are thinking more in terms of 
annual returns, particularly the farmers who can profitably 
cut their own timber during the winter months when other 
cropland is dormant. 


Many people are inquiring about forestry practices which 
will aid in the growth of better and more profitable trees. 
Farmers are finding that they can get material for silos, 
barns, and other buildings much less expensively than they 
can buy the same type of material ready-made. 


Market information, field meetings, and talks to groups 
have helped interest people in better woodland practices. 
Individual farms visits to show the owner what should be 
done, what trees should be cut and what trees should be left 
for future growth have been of most importance. In many 
cases with the aid of the owner, trees have been marked for 
cutting and a sale of the marked trees has resulted. By this 
practice a considerable amount of timber has been cut, but 
at the same time a stand of thrifty trees has been left for a 
future harvest. 


Co-operation with the Soil Conservation Service is carried 
ou where farm plans include woodland areas. Preliminary 
woodland surveys have been made with the owners to show 
them where better woodland practices can aid them as part 
of their complete land use program. 


Much has been done to date to show owners that good 
woodland practices will add materially to.the farm income. 
However, the acceptance of better practices is slow, but the 
picture for the future is bright. Each owner who carries on 
good practices creates a demonstration area that interests 
his neighbors.
